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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Arima (JP 8260500)discloses that material is injected "deep inside the ground (35)" (page 20 of translation) as seen in Fig. 5, which 
meets the limitation of "deep in the foundation soil". Furthermore, Bihsterveld (EPO 0264998) teaches that if the required lifting is not 
achieved, then a further quantity of expanding material can be injected into the soil beneath the body of earth (6) of the ground improved 
with the expanding material (4) in order to carry out the desired correction (page 2 ( lines 48-51 ). 

Applicant also argues that Arima's disclosure of measuring the rising rate of the structure by a measuring instument in accordance with 
the progress of the operation, or measuring the level of the floor surface of the building, and continuing injection until the structure is 
restored to the normal condition (page 18, lines 11-15) does not meet the limitations of the claimed invention. Yet applicant's claim 15, 
for example, claims to "detect the moment when the built structures and/or the soil surface... begins to raise....". Since Arima measures 
the building's rising rate as well as the level of the floor surface, Arima meets this liimitation . 
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
